The state is richer because of them and the high tribute from their own communi- 
ties also reflects the esteem in which they are held throughout the state. The total 
years of library service represented by these librarians who in the past year or 
two have left active service is 113.

Civil Service. Senate bill 458 by Sen- 


cooperation by municipalities reads as 
follows: 


66.30 LOCAL COOPERATION. Any city, 
village, town, county, or school district 
may, by action of. the governing body 


ator Busby specifically providing that 
employes of a public library board might 
be included in a local civil service sys- 
tem was withdrawn by its author on 
May 17. An opinion of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, dated June 26, was received by the 
Senate on June 27 and printed in the 
Journal for that day, advising that li- 
brary employes are considered to come 
within the purview of a civil service or- 
dinance adopted pursuant to _ section 
66.19 of the Statutes, and that the legis- 
lation proposed by the bill need not be 
adopted to accomplish this result. 


Cooperation by Municipal Govern- 
ments. Chapter 210 authorizing local 


thereof, enter into an agreement with 
any other such governmental unit for 
the joint or cooperative exercise of any 
power or duty required or authorized by 
statute, and as part of such agreement 
may provide a plan for prorating any 
expenditures involved. 


This would supplement and strengthen 
the library cooperation provisions we al- 
ready have in section 43.30 of the Stat- 
utes, for instance, in a proposal for a 
regional library system including more 
than one county. 


Income Tax. Public employes of the 
state and local municipalities are now 
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subject to the Federal income tax. Chap- 
ter 293 declares the policy of the state 
not to collect tax on income of Federal 
employes received prior to January 1, 
1939. It is understood that reciprocally 
the Federal government will not attempt 
to collect on income of state and local 
employes received prior to 1939. Tax on 
1939 income will be due in 1940. 


Library Buildings. Chapter 131 
amends the details of section 43.28 (1) 
of the Statutes relating to the erection 
of library buildings. The law was enacted 
to take care of a special situation in La 
Crosse. 


Library School. By chapter 120 the 
Library School was transferred to the 
University with an appropriation of 
$15,000 annually. By chapter 142 (the 
Executive budget law) the authority of 
the Commission to conduct a school of 
library science was repealed and the Li- 
brary School set up as a school in the 
University. 


Purchases. Chapter 357 (amended by 
chapters 487 and 500) forbids any state 
or local officer, department or purchasing 
agent to purchase for or sell to any em- 
ploye any article, material, product or 
merchandise of whatsoever nature, ex- 
cept such as may be provided in the 
regularly authorized public services of 
the state or local agency or such as may 
be required for safety or health of the 
employe. 


Retirement. A detailed bill (446 A.) 
relating to the creation and operation of 
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a municipal retirement system was in- 
troduced at the request of the League 
of Wisconsin Municipalities. It was not 
acted upon before final adjournment. 


A bill by Mr. Harvey of Racine 
(773 A.) authorizing cities and villages 
to establish municipal pension systems 
was defeated in the Assembly on June 
15. 


State Aid. The state aid bill for li- 
braries, sponsored by the Wisconsin Li- 
brary Association, was introduced in 
duplicate in the Senate by Senator Nel- 
son (448 §.) and in the Assembly by 
Mr. Alfonsi (483 A.). Hearings were 
held before the Education Committees in 
both houses and also before the Joint 
Committee on Finance. In the Assembly 
the bill was defeated on June 1. In the 
Senate an amendment was adopted re- 
ducing the appropriation to $150,000. No 


-further action was taken before final ad- 


journment. 


Tax limitation. The tax limitation 
bill 529 A. by Mr. Nortman was indefin- 
itely postponed on August 9. 


Wisconsin State Guide. Chapter 462 
repealed Chapter 229, laws of 1937, 
which provided (a) supervision of print- 
ing of the Wisconsin State Guide by the 
director of purchases, (b) an appropria- 
tion of $7,500. for printing and distribu- 
tion, and (c) creation of a commission, 
consisting of the director of purchases, 
director of the conservation commission 
and director of the historical museum, 
to supervise distribution.

Nina, Pedro and their dog Perrito live in a 
little New Mexican village. Whether it is help- 
ing to make bricks, riding over the prairie, or 
celebrating the fiesta following San Francisco 
Day, the picture of life and customs is full 
and vivid. Stunning lithographs in color and 
in black and white add greatly to the charm 
of the book.

How he won the 
affectionate admiration of the American boys, 
and how the name became one of honor make 
an appealing tale. Grades 2-4, 


Louv’a. Animals I like; illus. by Guertik.

The animals are ones generally familiar, and 
in their bright, lively pictures will be enjoyed 
by the small child, while the accompanying 
text in verse will appeal to beginners in read- 
ing.

opened, and to leave the house one must go 
down on a toboggan from the second floor. [1- 
lustrations in color and black-and-white by the 
author express the lively spirit of these stories.

Hunt, Mabel Leigh. Little grey gown. 

1939. 168p. illus. Stokes, $1.75. 


The Quaker household is a happly place in 
spite of its discipline. Libby Anne, with her de- 
votion to the pet lamb which finally gave her 
the wool for the grey gown with red buttons, 
and Reuben, with his much longed for silver 
flute, make the story a satisfying one for boys 
or girls. Ilse Bischoff is the illustrator, For 
grades 3-5. 


Johnson, Margaret S. and Johnson, Hel- 
en L. Barney of the North. 1939. 
114p. illus. Harcourt, $1.75. 


Barney, a Newfoundland dog, is the hero 
of the story. He shows admirable traits of 
character and devotion, receives many blue 


ribbons, and finally is awarded a medal for 
saving the lives of his master and two others. 
The black-and-white illustrations are especially 
beautiful. Grades 4-6. 


Medary, Marjorie. Joan and the three 
deer. 1939. 160p. illus. Random 
House, $2. 


30bo, Bramble and Buck are three deer liv- 
ing on the island of Grand Manan in the Bay 
of Fundy. There is also the mother cat, Fundy. 
The summer Joan visited on the island, these 
were her playmates, and a child’s joy of sur- 
prise and discovery in the woodland life is told 
with charm and delicacy. Grades 5-7. 
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Orton, Helen Fuller. Knights of the 
snowstorm, 1939. 116p. illus. Stokes,

Ruth Burnley, who had always lived in New 
York City, was very sure the days of knights 
were in the past, and came to life only in the 
story books she got at the public library. How- 
ever she finds real knights in her visit to a 
farm, where the snowstorm required persistence 
and valor, for the whole village depended upon 
this farm for their milk, and the boys and 
their father must not fail. For this she dubbed 
them “Knights of the snowstorm.”

Dirk and Krisje who live on an island in the 
Zuider Zee are seeing the interesting changes 
taking place in present day Holland as the 
building of the dykes and the draining of the 
Zulder Zee are making farming lands for the 
people of the sea. It is a good story also about 
the good times the children have. Grades 3-5. 


Rudolph, Marguerita. Masha, the little 
goose girl. 1939. 64p. illus. Macmil- 
lan, $1.50. 


From the author’s own childhood memories 
of Ukraine, she tells about Masha whose ad- 
ventures “come from helping with real grown- 
up work,” watching the geese, carrying dinner 
to the men in the field, catching the runaway 
ram, making bread, etc. It presents a beautiful 
picture of the country. The illustrations in 
color are by Emma Brock. Grades 5-6. 


Tarshis, Elizabeth Kent. Young sailors 
of Sidon. 1938. 162p. illus. Page, 
$1.50. 


In lively story form, there is a recreation of 
Phoenician life of nearly 3000 years ago, with 
the ships of Tyre and Sidon bringing to all the 
ports of the Mediterranean the goods of Phoe- 
nician craftsmen and taking on raw materials 
and other things in return. There are events 
and adventures on the voyage as well as inter- 
esting sights which give interest and color to 
a well-told story. The author is the daughter 
of Louise Andrews Kent whose Two children 
of Tyre (BULLETIN, June °32) is well known.

Tousey, Sanford. Val rides the Oregon 
trail. 1939. 54p. illus. Doubleday, $1. 


With the generous help of his mother, Val 
make a bargain for a much desired mule which 
takes him over the Oregon trail when the fam- 
ily join the covered wagons west. Exciting ex- 
periences, dangers and hardships, in which Jin- 
ny the mule proves her value, give color as 
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well as facts of history to this account of the 
Oregon trail. Grades 3-5. 


Turpin, Edna. Littling of Gaywood.

Details and atmosphere of Virginia colonial 
life form the setting of the story. It was in 
the autumn of 1742 that the lost child, Litt- 
ling, came to the Gaywood plantation, and it 
is not until the end of the story that the 
mystery surrounding her identity is solved. In- 
dians, the school of those days, the home life, 
the trips to Williamsburg, all give vividness 
to the period to which the story belongs.

Whitnall, Harold O. Hunter of the cav- 
erns.

The author, head of the department of Geol- 
ogy and Geography, Colgate University, has 
succeeded in presenting aceepted facts of the 
Cromagnons, who lived in the south of France. 
The exciting story of Kut, who joins the ranks 
of the hunters, and later of the artists for 
which this race was noted, as evidenced by 
the drawings they have left in caverns. 


Wilson, Eleanore Hubbard. The magical 
jumping beans, 1939. 101p. illus. Dut- 
ton, $1.50. 


Betto is wishing that he could jump like 
the “jumping beans” and go whirling into 
space, and there is suddenly a feeling in the 
air that something is about to happen. Betto 
flies backward into time and takes part in all 
kinds of experiences of other days in the his- 
tory of Mexico. The imaginative setting, with 
authentic information, makes the account of 
absorbing interest. Grades 3-5.

same qualities to recommend the present biog- 
raphy.

A compact history of France, combined with 
an account of the country, cities and present 
day activities of a fine and spirited people.

A line map showing the location of all of the 
places mentioned and phonetic pronunciation 
key are valuable features.

Bronson, Wilfrid S. The chisel-tooth 
tribe.

Scientific accuracy, combined with humor, 
marks these engagingly told tales of squirrels, 
prairie dogs, woodchucks, beavers, rats, por- 
cupines, rabbits, etc. Illustrations are explan- 
atory of the text and an integral part. It is an 
excellent addition to the facts about animals 
well-known to most boys and girls, but much 
better understood after reading the present 
book.
